Claim

48310d, characterized in that, in order to sim- 
plify its design, the mechanism for turning the backrest around 
comprises « motion screw with a nut having a pin, and a pa- 
link mechanism arranged to be disposed at the ends 
curved bars, with a slot provided in one of its links,
